‘The importance which the Chinese 
government attaches to the silver 
polley of the United States is amply 
Bl indicated by the fact that before the 
| State Department at Washington has 
® completed the answer to the first 
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communication on the subject, a 
third Note has been handed | in, 
which necessitates further study be- 
fore a reply can be given, From 
reports which have come to hand up 
to the present, it seems perfectly 
clear that a change in the American 
policy is hardly to be expected. As 
was pointed out in an editorial 
article on Wednestay the domestic 
considerations which the President 
had to take into account in. framing 
his silver policy are of very great 
importance to “him, and that. the 
issue was not one which could 
easily be decided solely upon the 
merits of the case. It is obvious that 
a great deal of prewure wes brought 
to bear upon President Roosevelt by 
the silver bloc, pressure which he 
could not very well ignore, if he 
‘were wishful of securing all the 
Support necessary in Congress for 
the furtherance of all the schemer 
involved in the campaign for na- 
tional recovery. The reply of the 
United States to the Chinese re- 
presentations will be awaited. with 
ho small amount of anxiety, for upon, 
America's decision rests ‘the pos- 
sibility of developments in the Far 
East the consequences of which it 
4s still diMcult fully to apprehend. 
In the meantime it i necesary that 
Tumours which are prevalent at the 
preient moment in Shanghai should 
be “accepted with the greatest pos- 
sible reserve, though it is likely that 
speculation as to what China will do 
next will inereage considerably when 
the American reply is known.

THE DROUGHT 


‘The figures issued by the National 
Agreultural Research Bureau of the 
Chinese Government, relative to the 
destruction of crops in Cheldang, 
Kiangsu and Anhwei wrought by the 
natural calamities of last summer, 
give a very fair idea of the damage 
which has been done. No fewer than 
108,282,000 mow of agricultural land 
were involved in either drought, flood 
or storm. The estimated losses of 
‘crops amount to the big total of 198, 
{600,000 piculs valued at §528,925,000, 
One of the most remarkable features 
of the summer was that the severest 
drought was felt in the valley of the 
Huai River, which readers will re- 
member in comparatively recent 
years, was annually addicted to dis- 
lastrous floods, the avoidance of which 
hhas been a matter of study by con- 
servaney experts for some time past. 
‘Though. the statement issued 
some important data, it still fails to 
indicate exactly how near famine 
conditions all or part of the areas 
which have been inspected have been 
reduced. Judging from reports which 
came to hand in August and early 
‘September, it would seem that, in 
some districts, at least, the stale of 
is one’ which will make de 
upon public assistance before 
the winter Is finithed. To that end 
‘the Government has already been 
reported to be making preparations, 
for it is apparent that not only will 
the problem of feeding the rural 
workers have to be considered but 
‘also the question of supplying them 
with seed against the next planting. 
‘The figures do not seem to present 
anything in the nature of so grave & 
problem as has sometimes been raised 
‘by annual conditions further north, 
‘though it is clear that the peasantry 
will soon be standing in noed of some 
assistance.

fon the subject of Imperial Defence 15 
‘A most reassuring one from one point 
of view, but depressing from another. 
Britain's endeavour to lead the coun- 
tries of the world to disarmament 
both by persuasion and actual ex- 
ample has led to nothing. Disarma- 
ment, if not dead, is at least in a 
gravely moribund’ condition, with 
prospects of resuscitation remarkably 
small, In her endeavours in the 
cause of peace Great Britain re- 
duced her defences to a degree 
which aroused the gravest anxiety 
in the minds of her experts. For= 
tunately, matters have not 

allowed ‘to go too far, and a sure sign 
‘of the recognition of the dangerous 
Position created was given in the 
recent decision to increase the Air 
Force substantially within the next 
four years. In other arms there 1s 
still much room for considerable {m= 
provement. The Empire requires the 
surest possible means of defence, not 
only of the British Isles, but of the 
Colonies and Dominions. ‘The protec 
tion of the trade routes. is a “matter 
of primary concern, and it is clear 
‘that public opinion will not be satis 
fied with anything tess than adequate 
reparations to meet the occurrence 
of any possible emergency. What 15 
‘of considerable importance in the 
brief account of the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer’s speoch is the sug- 
gestion that though in the case of the 
Air Force a time of four years has 
been set, the Government is prepared 
to accelerate fits programme if the 
necessity arises. The signs that’an 
‘efficient realism is succeeding the 
period of service to unattainable 
ideals, such as the disarmament con- 
ference ‘presented, will prove grati- 
fying to those who dreaded the possi- 
bility of Great Britsin depleting her 
powers of defence too greatly. Facts

While it was inevitable that 
President Roosevelt's speech on 


pending changes in the: New Deal 
programme should prove  disap- 
pointing to those who anticipated 
that he would come forward with 
a cut and dried programme, there 
is every reason to believe that in 
the long run the President's an- 
nouncement will receive rather 
more support than it is obtaining 
at present. Those, who expected 
tobe presented ‘with a clearly 
arawn-up scheme for reorganiza- 
tion, generally fail to appreciate 
the (position when President Roose- 
velt first started what, after 
all, amounts to a fairly rapid re- 
volution in social and economic 
ideas. It will be remembered that 
the history of the National Re- 
covery Administration shows that, 
apart. from a general idea of 
ultimate objectives, the programme 
has to a very large extent been 
‘opportunist, the government —re- 
cognizing the symptoms and all 
that they meant, but dealing with 
the trouble as best was possible 
under the difficult conditions with 
which it was faced when it entered 
info power. ‘There were, perhaps, 
food reasons for such a process. 
‘While it is true that the announce- 
ment of a complete programme 
would tend towards the establish 
ment of a greater degree of com- 
mercial stability, it is also true 
that it would’ permit of the 
‘organization of methods of defence 
which might make the Administra~ 
tion’s task infinitely more difficult 
than it has been up to the present. 
Tt might even possibly be that 
failure to disclose the whole of the 
Government's intentions serves as 
a brake upon the boom which opti- 
mists foretell as Iikely to occur in 
the near future, for it must be ob- 
vious from the past history of 
booms in the United States, es- 
peclally when securities are‘ con- 
cerned, that they are attended 
with the grave danger of contri- 
buting to a subsequent depression 
calculated to do enormous damage. 
If then the Government's reluc 
tance to state its intentions is 
bated upon a desire to maintain 
stability in which steady progress 
bemade towards a general improve- 
ment, there are few who will 
quarrel with the reticence which 
the President displayed in his 
broadcast on Sunday. 

It is Interesting to speculate how 
far the President's enunciation of 
doctrine assumes what, for lack of 
fa better term, may be described as 
‘a modified form of socialism. His 
negative definition of liberty is a 
case in point. “I am opposed to 
defining ‘liberty’ as the state 
whereunder for many years a free 
People were gradually regimented 
into the service of the privileged 
few. I prefer a definition where 
under we are moving to greater 
freedom and greater security for 
the average man than has ever 
‘been known before.” The broaden- 
ing of the basis of liberty along 
the lines which he negatively in- 
dictates, the denial of some of the 
former privileges of capital which 
he adumbrates and the general 
widening of the mutual responsi- 
bilities of the individual and the 
State, amount to a repudiation of 
the old order of things, and in- 
dicate “a desire for the ‘establish- 
‘ment of a new system under which 
former abuses may be swept aside. 
‘The first move towards the desired 
end is undoubtedly indicated in the 
suggestion that at any rate for the 
time being there should be es- 
tablished a trial period of indus- 
trial peace, not by. the surrender 
of their weapons of self-defence by 
either the employers or employees, 
but by experimentation in “fair 
measures suitable to civilize 
industrial civilization” Again a 
phrase which by implication points 
out the savagery of an industrial 
civilization which needs to be 
civilized. But the President in- 
tends that it shall be made worth 
while for both parties to follow his 
schemes, for he insists that the 




















policies of the Administration are 
bringing order out of chaos, with 
Ja greater certainty that labour will 
}be afforded employment at a rea- 
sonable wage, and stronger assur 
Jances that there will be more and 
more business at a fair profit for 
capital. ‘That in other words in 
Jdicates a degree of control which 
‘can only be aptly described as a 
system of national socialization. It 
idenies the continuance of the older 
Jsystem under which each was for 
himself, and insists upon a mutual 
responsibility, which, though it has 
Hong been recognized by people 
who were once thought to be 
mere doctrinaires, has now enter~ 
fed the realm of practical politics 
in many more countries than one. 

Naturally the President spoke in 
Jgeneralities. It might not have 
proved particularly wise had he 
Jdone anything else, for it is clear 
‘that, though one stage of the pro- 
Jgramme of the National Recovery 
Administration has been _com- 
pleted, the one upon which it is 
now entering has still about it 
many of the experimental qualities 
of its predecessor. The very elas- 
ticity of such a procedure is its 
own best. commendation. ‘The 
United States, like practically every 
other country in the world, is 
fighting depression on all fronts. 
The struggle itself is not by any 
means clear cut, though the object 
in view may very well be 50. 
In the fight President Roosevelt 
‘and his advisers have made a cer- 
tain amount of progress. That it 
would be idle to deny. Tt may 
have been dearly bought, and 
though the fear has been often ex- 
pressed that the bill which the 
country will have to pay may 
ultimately deprive it of most of the 
‘benefits obtained, the time has not 
yet come when any fair esti- 
mate of the costs can yet be 
arrived at. There Is, of course, the 
reproach to be levelied against the 
present Government that in some 
aspects of its policy it has acted re- 
gardiess of the interests of other 
ations. That appears particular 
ly to be the case with regard to sil- 
ver and the position of China, over 
Which there is undoubtedly no 
little perplexity and Irritation. But 
ft has to be realized that the Pre- 
Jsident has on occasion to make his 
way by bargaining with the 
various Interests which are repre- 
sented in Congress, that high prin- 
‘ciples in the matter of government 
Ihave often to give way to low ex- 
pedients, and, in an age when in- 
{ternationalism has been completely 
jsubmerged by a narrow  nation- 
lism, domestic rather than ex- 
ternal considerations are most 
likely to appeal. That is but a 
phase of the depression through 
which the world is passing, and 
though much can be said of che 
[spectacle of each country endea- 
jvouring to pull itself out of the 
morass by its own bootstraps, the 
fact is that that is what they are 
doing. ‘Thus while from a foreign 
point’ ot views the President's 
[speech may not prove particularly 
jgratitying, it has about it qualities 
from a domestic aspect which are 
by no means wholly to be dis- 
paraged.

ON DISPUTATION

‘The correspondence which has 
been running for some while on 
religious topics is indicative of a 
Jereat change which has taken 
place in the treatment of such 
matters in the daily press. There 
jwas a time, and not so very long 
‘ago, when ‘such discussions were 
definitely banned from the 
jcolumns of the newspapers. That 
|was probably due to a fear that 
the importation into the discus 
sions of a degree of bigotry made 
it undesirable that sacred matters 
of this nature should thus be ven- 
|tilated. ‘There was also a feeling 
jthat newspapers were more con- 
concerned with temporal rather 
|than spiritual matters, a sentiment 
‘that was bolstered by the attitude 
f readers who for the most part 
‘considered that the place for re- 
ligious disputation was in the 
church, rather than in a public 
jforum ‘where the unbeliever was 
[provided with an opportunity for 
scoffing. ‘The result was in some 
‘ways peculiar and it may be safely 
‘said that religion was kept a thing 
japart from the lives of the ordi- 
nary persons, to be assumed like 
‘a raiment on appropriate days, but 
otherwise laid carefully aside. 
That was very much the position 
prior to the War, but since that 
unfortunate occurrence a great 
change has come over the world, 
The War raised questions in the 
sninds of many who otherwise 
‘would not have given much 
thought to such matters. Many 
found it dificult to reconcile the 
teachings of the Church with the 
facts of life as brought home to

such public discussion can only 
serve a good purpose when it is 
conducted with a reverent toler- 
ance, It fails inevitably _when| 
there is imported into the corres- 
pondence anything which canbe 
construed as bigotry and intoler- 
ance. Comparisons of creeds, of 
ecburches, can serve no useful pur= 
pose. Indeed in them there is a 
inger of engendering bitterness, 
and ultimately of defeating the 
very end in view. Particularly is 
this the case when historical 
aspects of religion are discussed 
without that degree of dispassion- 
ateness which so important 2 
phase of the subject necessitates. 
Attempts to value the influence of 
Henry VIII on the separation of 
the English Church from that of 
Rome, must fail so long as it is 
not fully recognized that while he 
may have commenced —_ the 
cleavage, the widening of the gap 
was the work of succeeding cen- 
turies. Luther must not be judg- 
ed merely as a rebellious monk. 
He stands a big figure in_ history, 
‘a keen thinker, a fine preacher, 
and one of indomitable courage. 
And so with other great figures 
in the religious controversy which 
has lasted so many centuries. The 
basic facts of religion cannot be 
denied, the method of their exposi- 
tion may at times be different, 
ut so long as the churches serve

THE DRUG TRAFFIC 
Oct. 8. 

‘The Anti-Opium Information 
Bureau at Geneva has issued its 
‘twenty-second communiqué in the 
[shape of an abridgment of the re- 
Jport of the Opium Advisory Com- 
mittee to the Council of the 
League of Nations. Though: at 
times the method of presentation 
is marked with a departure from 
ithe dispassionate, probably dictated 
by the keenness which the 
Bureau watches the opium problem, 
fand its very plain indignation over 
the existing state of affairs, it 
[contains an amount of information 
[calculated to startle most observ- 
lers. Mr. Fuller the American re- 
[presentative on the Advisory Com~ 
mittee is reported as having stated 
[that the imports of acid acetic 
Janhydride (from which heroin can 
be manufactured), into Shanghai 
have been frequently and regular- 
ly effected for some two years 
past. It is alleged that importa 
tions arriving here several times 
monthly occur in lots of from 
1,000 Ib. to 5,000 Ib, at a time, 
while the total requirement of the 
whole world on the basis of esti- 
mates already submitted is a little 
ess than one and a half tons. The 
Jacid acetic anhydride imported into 
[Shanghai in one month alone 
jsufficies for the manufacture of an 
amoun\ of heroin equal to the 
world's requirements for a year. 
‘The Spanish representative is also 
reported to have told the Advisory

SAVING ST. PAUL'S 


‘A Parliamentary Bill to safeguerd 
the foundations of St. Paul's Cathe- 
ral has been drafted by counsel 
for the City of London Corporation. 
More than £300,000 has already been 
expended in making the cathedral 
structure safe.

Government Troops Retreat Before Communists: 
Reorganization Needed Badly 


Frost Our Own Contsronoexe 


Chengtu, Sept. 20. 
We are sorry to report bad news 
rom the West again. ‘The Red forces 
of the northern part of the province 
have ‘made determined assaulls on 
‘the various armies supposed 10 be a 
“cordon of steel” about them. Cities 
land towns taken back last year have 
‘been recaptured by the Reds, and 
the list makes melancholy reading. 
‘Among the towns definitely again 
under Communist sway are, Pachow, 
Kal Chang, Hai Hsien, ‘Tung Lan 
Bab, Wan Yuan and Nyen Yang 1o. 
‘The'Paoning sector is being seriously 
threatened and the Red troops are 
reported to be across the river from 
Paoning and the population and 
soldiers again in full retreat. 

Tt may be remembered that last 
year the Reds also got close to the 
Fiver and within hailing distance of 
Paoning, but were afraid to cross the 
river ana take the eily for fear of 
the shelling they might get from the 
‘heights across the river, and their in- 
ability to retreat with a river to 
cross if a retreat became necessary. 
We are “hoping. such considerations 
will halt them: this time. However 
the most reliable correspondents re- 
port a “very grave situation.” 

‘The Reds have no doubt been feel 
ing the pinch of hunger and have 
‘made the real objective the gather~ 
ing of the rice harvest. ‘They plant- 
fed'a great deal of the countryside 
with rice before they were driven 
‘Out in the spring 30 they do not ine 
tend to be beaten out of the harvest 
now. One thing to their credit is 
that they ‘will not allow oplum to be 
planted, sold or used. 

‘The really amazing thing Js that 
the hordes of soldiers have been 10 
‘easily cowed. Large sums of money 
hhave been sent to the various armies, 
Dut itis to be feared that the oflieecs 
hhave (aken the lion's share of the 
funds and the men have been poorly 
ald, and have no stomach to Aight, 
especiatly when the Reds offer them 
{$20 for their rifles and enough to eat. 

Tt is rumored that Marshal Li 
Hsiang, alter conferring at Chung- 
king, went out to the Bastern ring 
line’ to conduct operations there. 
However, Gen. ‘Teng Shi-heo, who 
has’ borne the brunt of the Aghting 
in the North, sent in urgent » tel 
grams to Chengtu last week urging 
‘the gentry and officials to plead with 
the Nanking authorities to send fresh 
troops.

BARON GOH ISSUES 
WARNING 


Japanese Premier Urged to 
Balance Finances 


Tokyo, Oct. 2 
‘A. warning that the issue of gov: 
lernment bonds to balance national 
fbudgets had already reached break- 
ing-point was sounded by Baron 
[Seinosuke Goh, president of the 
Japanese Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry and one of the outstanding 
businessmen in Japan, at a dinner 
riven by the Chamber’ in honour of 
the members of the Okada Cabinet. 
Baron Goh stressed the vital neces- 
sity of maintaining an equilibrium 
between national finances and na 
tional defence, pointing out that 
national defence could not be 
insured only by perfection of arma- 





iments. He said that it must be 
based’ exactly on the industrial, 
leconomic and spiritual strength of 


{the nation. He earnestly urged the 
Cabinet to’ pay heed to this point so 
that national finances and ‘defence 
might always be well balanced. 

Pointing out that Japan was 
mainstay of Far Eastern — peace, 
[Baron Goh hoped that the Govern- 
lment would exert its utmost efforts 
to obtain a fair and reasonable naval 
lagreement at the forthcoming Naval 
Disarmament Conference that might 
insure the safety of the nation. This 
Jought to be one of the main tasks of 
the Government, he declared, 

Turning to the continued issue ot 
ed-ink” government bonds, Baron 
JGoh said that the administration had 
made it a rule to cover deficits in 
the budget for several years by 
ldoating bond issues, adding that all 
these bonds had thus far been satis 
factorily digested owing to an in- 
lcrease in bank deposits. Noting, 
however, that further bonds to the 
lamount ‘of -Y.700,000,000 would short- 
ly be floated by the government for 
the current fiscal year, he expressed 
the opinion that ‘the issue of “red- 
ink" bonds had “almost reached 
breaking-point.” 

‘The Baron hoped that the Govern- 
iment, while refraining from drastic- 
ally ‘changing its financial policy, 
would spare no efforts to bring 
perfect budgetary equilibrium as the 
first step towards the restoration of 
sound national finances in Japan— 
Reuter. 














JAPAN’S DEFENCE 
NEEDS 


Tokyo War Office Pamphlet 
Stresses Preparedness 


‘Tokyo, Oct. 2. 

Greater attention to problems of 
national defence is urged in a 5,000 
word pamphlet issued to-day by ‘the

When this has been done, communt- 
jeation from Hongkong to the outside 
world will be made along the exist- 
ing trunk cable from the Colony to 
‘Canton, where it will be wirelessed 
to a large station ‘which is to be 
jereeted in Shanghai, and from 
Shanghai to Europe or the United 
States. It will be possible to use any 
‘telephone line installed in the Colony. 

‘To ensure privacy of conversation 
the latest device in the process knowa 
as “scrambling” is to be adopted. 
By this process certain frequencies 
fare eliminated, which scrambles the 
words at the point of transmission, 
‘and then reforms them at the recelv- 
ing station. 

‘Mr. Deane stated that the cost of 
‘a three-minute conversation with 
Shanghai would be in the neighbour- 
hood of $10, and for a similar period 
of time to Europe £4 or £5. 

Macao Service 

Macao will not be overlooked when 
the network connecting South Chin 
with the North and ultimately with 
the rest of the world is developed. 
Further progress in the matter of 
[communications between Macao and 
the world at large 's being made by 
the forthcoming inauguration of wire.

Hongkong Journalists Cynical 
About Mr. Hu's Circular 
‘Frost Out Own Conmrontet 


Hongkong, Sept 28. 

Chinese newspaper men in Hong- 
kong are frankly cynical about the 
‘circular telegram of September 25 
Issued by Mr. Hu Han-min and his 
[South-west colleagues asking Nanking 
{to stop the rigid press censorship and 
$0 release those journalists whom the 
National Government imprisoned for 
releasing reactionary news. The 
‘telegram also asked the lifting of the 
postal ban on certain Shanghai news- 
papers. 

‘The circular telegram was gent out 
because the Central authorities did 
not reply to Mr, Hu's earlier telegram 
lof September 8, which puts forth four 
‘Sweeping demands in connection with 
the Fifth National Congress. "The 
South-west politicians and militarists 
are annoyed at Nanking’s failure to 
reply to their telegram, They are 
how playing to the gallery by de~ 
manding that Nanking abolish the 
‘press restrictions ond to. reinstate 
expelled members of the Kuomintang. 

IMembers of the Chinese Press here 
fare not concerned with the political 
motives behind the circular telegram 
‘of September 25, but seriously ques- 
thon whether the Kuangiung authori- 
ties are sincere in advocating the 
freedom of the press, These journa- 
Uste point out” that four Chinese 
dallies here are banned in Canton, and 
several local magazines cannot be! 
Jadmitted there. 

‘The “South China Daily News." aj 
local’ Chinese daily, editorially” re- 
marks that it is prohibited: from ad-{ 
mission to anywhere in. Kuangtung 
only for political reasons, and asks 
why Canton is. eritietzing “Nanking 
‘when the former puts newspaper men 
Jn gaol, imposes a strict censorship 
‘on Canton newspapers, and forbids 
publishing any news against the 
{Interest of the so-called South-west. 

Tn an interview with your cor 
respondent, another Chinese journalist 
stated that even official Chinese. 
hewespapers in Nanking such cs the 
“Central Daily News" “and many 
lothers are banned at Canton. In such 
‘circumstances, members of the Fourth 
Estate believe that Canton's cham- 
pionship for the freedom of the press 
Ts to be applied only to Nanking 

Many’ retired politicians and gen- 
ral here are glad to read the 
manifesto calling the reinstatement 
‘of these. expelled from the ‘Kuomin- 
tang. These former officials were 
ousted from that Party because of 
thelr movement against the Cent 
authorities. After their political a 
‘military defeat, they are now living 
In Rongkong as gentlemen of leisure.

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MANCHURIAN REORGANIZATION 


Japanese Army's Success Resented in Tokyo Political 
Circles: “Open Door” in Practice 





‘Tokyo, Sept. 27. 
‘The success of the Japanese Minis- 

ter of War, Gen. Hayashi, in forcing 
acceptance ‘by the Government of 
practically the whole of the Army's 
plan for the reorganization of Japa 
ese representation in Manchuria, has 
aroused bitter fecling not only in the 
Privy Couneil and among members 
of the Cabinet but also among a 
Targe section of the Japanese in 
‘Manchuria. 

‘The latter represent the old regime 
existing in Manchuria prior to the 
Mukden “incident” of" September, 
1931, including 15,000 Japanese police 
fand civil officials who hitherto have 
tbeen under the control of the Minis- 
ty of Overseas Affairs but who will 

“‘eome under the Army when the 
reorganization scheme goes into effect, 
as it will shortly. 

‘Under this scheme, the head of the 
Japanese administration will be the 
Commander-in-Chiet of the Japanese 

in Manchuria, ‘who will con 
currently” be Ambassador at Chang: 
‘and enjoy administrative 











Dual Responsibilities 


‘The Ambassador will be responsible 
to the Ministry, of Foreign Affairs tn 
diplomatic matters, but only to the 
Premier and the Emperor in 
administrative matters. Practically 
Speaking, is position, backed by the 
‘Army, will be so strong that he will 
be virtually independent of Govern- 
‘ment control. ‘The Army wished him 
{o be given a title equivatent to Miah 
Commissioner, but failed to carry 
this point, 

‘Under him will be, as Commander 
in-Chief, "a Chie of Gendarmerie, 
who will be, concurrently, Chiet of 
Police, a post hitherto held by a 
lvilian; @ Chief of the General Staff 
fof the Japanese Army in Manchuria:

fand all other electrical enterprises in 
Manchoukuo. 

‘As Ambassador, he will control 
Aiplomatic affairs through a Couns 
cililor, and. administrative 
through a Chief Administrator. who 
vwill supervise the police, including 
those in the South’ Manchuria Raile 
way zone, and general affairs through 














the Chief of the General AMaire 
Buren. 
Bureau in Tokyo 
In addition, a "Manchurian Affairs 


Bureau, under the dircet conirol of 
the Premier, will be organized tn 
Tokyo. “This innovation has aroused 
particular criticism as it will be out- 
Side the control of the Cabinet. ‘The 
civilian element in Tokyo want the 
Chairman of the Bureau to be a mili- 
tary man in order that the Army shall 
bear the brunt of the responsibility 
for Manchurian policies, with a 
elvitian vice-chairman. ‘The Army, 
however, is pressing for a civilian 
chairman and military vice-chairman 

‘the latter will be responsible for 
the ‘organization and staffing of the 
Bureau but not responsible for its 
polici 

"The success of the Army in forcing 
acceptance of its programme re- 
presents a victory over the attempts 
‘Of large Japanese capitalists to. con- 
trol and exploit the economic poten- 
talities of Manchoukuo. 

"The Army leaders in Manchuria are 
striving to ‘build up an economic 
‘policy based on semi-state, socialism: 
jin other words, the world"s biggest 
trust, organized with military dis 
cipline and efficiency and working 
wholly for the profit of the inhabit 
ants of that huge territory, which is 
ty lage as France and Germany com- 




















Capitalism Restricted 

‘The Government of Manchoukuo 
has announced that “in order to 
prevent the striking evils of capitale 
Jam, the programme of national 
economy must be subject to national 
eontrol.” ‘The Japanese Army is the 
originator and sponsor of this plan, 
Being filled with bitter resentment 
‘against the capitalist system which 
dominates Party politics and the 
Government in Japan Proper, so much 
go that the Minister of War, General 
Hayashi, recently declared: 

“The "purpose of the Army is to 
establish in Manchoukuo an ideal 
State without the attending evils of 
capitalism.” 

‘The dream of the millitary is to 
organize a government which will 
fetain the controlling interest in al 
important industries in Manchoukuo. 
Private capital, they plan, shall be 
admitted only if it is under proper 
control. At present all the utilities in 
Manchoukuo are Government mono- 
polles under complete control through 
the Ministry of Communications.

‘Manchoukuo has launched upon 3 
ten-year programme of elaborate 
leconomie expansion, which aims to 
leomplement Father ‘than to compete 
lwith Japan’s industries. One of the 
most important features is the dete 
iminiation to utilize Manchuria's 
labundant and cheap man-power rather 
than to turn immediately to a highly 
lmechanized system requiring | the 
limportation of expensive labour-sav~ 
ling machinery. 

‘This economic programme, under 
the guiding hand of the Japanese 
lArmy, as already had one inevit- 
lable result. Foreign firms are fast 
Nosing ‘their foothold in Manchurian 
ftrade and many of them will be 
itoreed to close down in the near 
future. ‘Many have already done 30. 

‘The door may be open, as the 
JSapanese assert, but there are 30 
lmany Japanese in the door-way that 
tis dificult for anyone else to get 
through. Nearly half of | Manchou- 
Hkuo's imports come from Japan, 
lwhich absorbs sixty-four per cent. of 
IManehuria's exports. Actually, whe- 
ther, the door is open or closed, it 
jwitl have little influence on foreign 
rade there. The “Open Door” has 
jnever guaranteed an equal trade but 
Imerely' an equal opportunity to 
trade. Japan's geographical position 
lon the very door-step gives her cer 
tain trade advantages which no West 
jern. Power can. ever hope to enjoy. 
iin addition, with Japanese capital in 
lcontrol_ and Japanese products con- 
Isistently underselling western prod.

purposes are supplied by the Soviet 
members of the ‘railway: the thea~ 
{rieal companies and many cultural 
Boards and could not exist without| 
this support; and there are many| 
‘others who depend on the Soviet side| 
‘of the railway for existence. Roughly 
speaking there are 7,500 Soviet ser- 
vants in the railway employ and if 
all these have to leave Manchuria, 
the lose in trade will Fun into. mil: 
Hions of dollars. 

Landlords of houses occupied by’ 
Soviet ‘citizens Took glum as they 
‘will not find other tenants to replace 
them. ‘Those Russian emigrants who 
might chance to get a job, have 
houses to live in, while the Japanese 
fare building houses so rapidly ‘n| 
their own style, that they will not 
care to rent flats in Russian built 
houses, where the rents are "higher 
than in the lighter built Japanese 
edifices, 


Saddest News in Tem Years 


‘A prominent Russian declared th 
the news was the saddest he had heard 
since he had run away from Russia 
over ten years ayo. He had little 
fany hope of getting a job of any kind 
fon the railway. and he considered 
that on the transfer of the railway; 
there would be no work of any kind| 
for the White Russian population. Ho| 
stated that the Soviet citizens had 
their homes in Russia to go to and 
in cases would be glad to get back 
to their own country, but the | un- 
fortunate Russian emigrant could not 
go back to his native land because 
hhe could not get permission to do #0, 
while there was h edly any place in 
the world which cared to accept a 
foreigner into this labour market a! 
the present moment. ‘There are hun- 
dreds of thousands of Japanese who 
want jobs in the new State, and they’ 
would have a preference over Rus- 
sians for all vacancies, so that the 
prospects for the emigrant are worse 
than for any other foreigner resident 
in Manchuria, 

In the railway offices little is said 
about the news printed in the local 
Russian press, as nothing official has 
been received from Moscow on th: 
matter, but in some of the higher 
Soviet’ circles great satisfaction 1s 
expressed at the possibility of a set- 
Hlement being reached, though it is 
still thought that the negotiations 
{ake time, even if the price has been 
fixed. 

‘Whether the sale has actually been| 
agreed to or not, the general effect 
of the news is that all trade in the 
town has become even duller than it 
was and merchants are afraid to 
operate.

Mealth Work in China 


In his presidential address de-| 
livered during the oficial inaugur- 
ation of the congress_in Nanking 
yesterday afternoon, Dr. J. Heng| 
Liu, M.D, Director ‘ot the National 
Health’ Administration and of the 
Central Field’ Health Station, re. 
viewed the activities of — public| 
health and medical work in China. 
He stated that while progress. on| 
health work is slow due to various 
factors, such as the large size of the! 
country, the fnancial stringency ana| 
the existence of old traditions anc| 
superstitions, the workers are look. 
ing at the future with optimism, 

His address. follows: 

With the advance of civilization! 
medical science has steadily under- 
one vast changes so that there is 
now no comparison between what it 
is doing for the world at the present] 
time and what it did one hundred] 
or even fifty years ago. The most 
important change perhaps s_ the] 
practical application and utilization} 
fof the new sciences known as preven. 
tive medicine, personal hygiene and 
public theatth. Even with the know. 
edge of modern therapeutics medics 
science would not be what it is t 
ay if it is still confined to the treat 
ment of the sick. It is true that, to 
a large extent the work of tho 
‘medical profession ot to.day is still 
‘the treatment of disease, and it will 
probably be so still for ‘many, many 
years to come, but as. civilization, 
Drogresses more, preventive measures 
‘are applied and newer methods, of 
prevention are discovered, thus 
making more and more diseases 
preventable and gradually making] 
others disappear entirely. 

It is an unfortunate fact that) 
progress does not take place simul 
taneously in all countries, or in a 
parts of the same country. Many| 

ire not adequately supplied) 
with health "protection or medica 
service and others are even without 
‘any modern hospitals or doctors. 
‘This is particularly true in the Far 
Eastern "countries where, as a con. 
sequence, perfectly preventable dis. 
‘eases are still epidemle or endemic. 
Cholera, small-pox, typhus fever, 
typhoid’ fever, bubonic’ plague, lep. 
rosy are some of the diseases which| 
might have disappeared entirely from 
the face of the earth if all countries 
had made full use of the — present 
knowledge of preventive _ medicin 
sanitation and | public health. ‘The| 
persistence of these diseases in our 
communities is due primarily, 1 think, 
to the inadequate protection whieh| 
our governments have been able or| 
‘willing to provide. But in order to| 
‘sive the necessary protection, one 
‘must have personnel, institutions and 
funds. “Under personnel I include| 
Goctors, nurses, pharmacists, dentists 
midwives, sanitary engineers and| 
inspectors, and propagandists. Under| 
institutions, T “Inolude hospitals— 
particularly for isolation, maternity| 
homes, sanitaria, diagnostic labora- 
tories,” quarantine stations, health 
stations and rural health centres and| 
varous clinics and dispensaries. Tt 
therefore, not an easy task to make| 
all the ‘provisions within a short) 
time. All of us here to.day, 1 am 
sure, realize our great responsibiti 
ties.’ We must obtain the funds, 
ereate the institutions and train our 
workers. Until we have these three} 
conditions fulfilled to a certain extent| 
it seems useless to even talk about|

Nanking: Health Work 
Reviewed 

As Director of the National Health 
Administration of China and of the 
Central Field Health Station, I wish 
to-day to say a few words in regard 
to the work we have been doing in 
this country. ‘T have to confess that} 
there is a wide gap between the 
Present.day knowledge of the pre: 
Vention and treatment of disease and 
what is actually applied and utilized. 
No matter how justly proud we may 
be of our famous physicians and 
surgeons of previous centuries and 
millenniums, we have lagged behind 
and made very slow progress since 
medicine ceased to be empirical ai 
became a science. In the same way 
that our former governments have) 
neglected to fully utilize modern in- 
ventions and discoveries in the physi. 
eal sciences so also very little was 
done in the domain of modern 
medicine and public health, Rail- 
ways, motor-cars, wireless telegrap>, 
modern machinery and other receat 
inventions and discoveries of modern 
science were all very slowly. intro. 
Guced Into. our country, Modern 
selentific medicine was no exception 
‘and our progress was therefore very| 
slow until the revolution which over- 
‘threw the Manchu dynasty. Since then 
the country has had political uyfreavals 
of one Kind and another so that a 
eal programme of national recon: 
[struction was not worked out until 
very recently, Even now progress of 
Jevery description ig not av rapid as 
we might wish. 

‘Many have asked why this congress 
was not held in Shanghai or Peking. 
JShanghai has ifs conveniences in 
hotels, communications and other 
matters of interest. Peking has its 
jeultural institutions, palaces and 
monuments. But the government 
Jchose Nanking in order to demon- 
strate to the delegates its “recent 
efforts in national reconstruction. 
JWhile the defunct Peking Govern- 
ment had only two public health in- 
stitutions, "namely the National 
Epidemic Prevention Bureau and the 
[Maxehurian Plague Prevention Ser- 
vice, the National Government, since 
its establishment in Nanking in 1027, 
has created the following new in- 
stitutions. entirely supported by the 
JCentral Government: National Health 
Administration, Central Field Health 
‘Station, National Quarantine Service, 
[Central Hygienic Laboratory, Central 
Midwifery School, First Midwifery 
[School, Peking, Central Hospital, and 
Central. School of Nursing. 

Tt ip the desire of the Government 
to show that even during this period 
Jof the world crisis, and of political 
turmoil in this country, the Govern- 
Jment has earnestly tried to catch up 
with modern times. Tt is on our 
jprogramme during the next few days 
to show you as many as possible of 
these institutions and the work that 
is being done in them. 


‘The Central Health Station 
1 wish particularly to call your 
fattention to the work of the Central 
[Field Health Station and of its nine 
technical departments. The Station is 
jnow the technical headquarters of the 
present and future Health Service of 
China. From the beginning technical 
jadvice has been sought from the 
‘Health Organization of the League of 
[Nations 30 that the work of the 
[Station would be in accordance with 
ithe most modern ideas and standards. 
During its brief existence of three 
‘years, considerable progress has been 
‘made in all the activities mentioned 
{n its original programme, particular 
iy in investigation and controt of. 
jcommunicable diseases, health educa- 
tion, ‘schoo! health, “maternity and 
[child welfare, provision of medical 
reliet and establishment of rural 
health “centres. Perhaps the most 
fundamental contribution to "the 
jnation is being made by the training 
courses which are given by the 
station for all "kinds. of technical 
personnel. Tt is in fact a School of 
Hygiene giving training to medical 
Jand sanitary oMicers, bacteriologists, 
lparasitologists, pharmacolocists, sehoo! 
fhealth workers and technicians of 
levery description. 

In addition to these national in- 
stitutions the provinces and the large 
cities are also undertaking new acti@i- 
ities in public health and medical 
jwork. Newly established health de- 
jpartments and bureaux containing 
[technical institutions such os hygienic 
faboratories, health centres, midwifery 
lsehools, clinics and hospitals are 
springing up rapidly. 

In all this work we are constantly 
{faced with dificulties. The size of 
{the country, the large population, the 
lexistence of old traditions and super- 
titions and finanelal stringency are’ 
all factors which make progress slow 
Jand difficult. “But as pioneers in this 
Inew fleld in China we are looking at 
the future with optimism. We have 
Jat the moment a nucleus of 24 modern 
medical schools and a force of over 
16.000 registered modern-style phy 
































Jwhich we are counting upon in our 
Jefforis fo provide medical protection 
Hor the people. 
Co-operation Urged 

Now a few words in regard to our 
JAssociation, which har been in exist- 
lence for 26 years. Among its objects 
Jas enumerated in the Constitution 
Jare the union of the medical profes- 
sion of the Far East into one compact 
Jorganization and the promotion of 
friendly international intercourse. be- 
tween scientific men. It should be 
the keynote of this congress to 
promote these two objects. After all 
Jour problems are very much the same, 
Jand the more intimate our relations 
Jare wXh one another the better it is 
for all of us. In recent months China 
has sent doctors to Manila, Indo- 
JChina, India, Singapore, and the 
Netherlands “East Indies’ to study 
Ispecial. problems such as rinderpest, 
kala-azar, malaria, ete. On. their 
jreturn they have always reported the 
lexceedingly cordial reception they 
fhave “received from their foreign 
jcolleagues and the great benefit 
which they were always able to 
jobtain. The League of Nations and 
ithe Rockefeller Foundation can per- 
form no greater service than to make 
possible more of these. interchanges 
of. fellowships. 

Tt is time that the nations of the 
[Par East unile themselves as far as 
ithe medical profession is concerned. 





IE have been very much gratified in 


the whole-hearted way that the health 
Jauthorities.of the three governments 
Jot Shanghal—International  Settle- 
ment, French Concession and Munl- 
lipality of Greater Shanghal—have 
Jworked together in the campaign 
against cholera since T called the frst 
jcholera conference in 1990. The work 
lof the Eastern Bureau of the League 
Jot Nations in co-ordinating the work 
lof the quarantine services of diferent 
countries is another example of what 
International co-operation. could. ac- 
lcomplish. T venture to recommend to 
the congress, therefore. that more 
Jeffective emphasis be piaced on the 
international aspects of our work. 

Before closing, 1 wish to thank the 
members for the honour of being 
Jelected to the Presidency of this 
[Congress and to express officially the 
[great privilege of serving as host of 
four ninth congress. Besides fulfilling 
ithe objects mentioned in our Con- 
stitution, T have no doubt that this 
(Congress, which has just now been 
Jdeclared open, will confer a lasting.

Plague and Cholera Death With 
Oct, §, 

Following the official opening of 
the ninth congress of the Far East- 
lern Association of Tropical Medicine 
last Wednesday in Nanking, th

‘Ameng the papers read during th 
first two sessions the ones on the 
Jmode of transmission of Kala-azar 
Jaroused great interest and provoked 
ively discussion, Tuminating papers 
dealing with plague and cholera 
Thave also been presented, showing 
{the enormous strides that have been 
made in efforts to suppress these 
jscourges, both in India and China, 
during the past 10-12 years. 


Kala-azar 
Kala-azar is an infective and very 
fatal disease, endemic in the Medi- 
jterranean basin, in certain belts in. 
ithe eastern provinces of India and 
jin China north of the Yangtze 
Kiang, including South Manchuria. 
[Like ‘all diseases of this nature it 
fares up periodically in epidemics 
Jwhich take toll of lives among the 
ural population. In China the 
ldeadly spreading edge is at present 
along the northern bank of the river. 
|Witl the plague cross the mighty 
river barrier? That is the question 
Jand, with the answer, the question 
ofthe modes of transmission is tn- 
‘Though the aetiology of the dis 
lease nas been known since 1903, 
through the discovery of two Britons, 
Leishman and Donovan, how the 
[disease is spread is not known with 
lcertainty. Two views have been 
sdvanced—one, by direct contact, 
jand the other, through the inter- 
mediary of a biting insect. Most of 
ithe investigators favour the Iatter 
view, which was represented at this 
congress by the famous Indian 
Jworker Dr. Napier of Calcutta. The 
former received further support 
through the discovery of the two 
researchers, Drs. Forkner and Zia of 
[Peking Union Medical College, that 
the agent is present in the secre- 
tions of the nose and throat of those 
infected. Evidence on both sides is 
strong, but only further researches 
‘will solve the question because it is 
only with its solution that the dis- 
fease could be effectively contrated.

Plague and Cholera 

During the plague and cholera 
session, Col. A. J. H. Russell of 
India dealt with both plague and 
‘cholera in that country and em- 
phasized the value of anti-plague 
and  anti-cholera vaccines, stating 
that they found the use of 8,000,000,- 
000 organisms per ec. the most 
effective in producing a high degree 
Jof immunity from_ cholera, ‘The 
value of bacteriophage was, in his 
opinion, not yet proven, although 
rapid strides were being made in 
‘this line of research. 

‘De. Wa Lien-teh, dealing with 
plague, said that plague had usually 
followed the maritime routes in its 
Jpassage through China, thereby em- 
Jphasizing the fact that the ordinary 
‘domestic rat was the most frequent 
Jearner of plague, through the 
[medium of rat-fleas, whilst the mé 
mot was the reservoir of plague in 
the case of Manchuria, “He put for- 
ward many interesting comparative 
statistics as to the seasonal. occur- 
rence of plague since 1894 both in 
North and South China, 


Survey of Ratlea, 


Dr. C. ¥. Wu, in his discourse, 
showed that rat-flea survey through: 
out China was being carried out on 
fan extensive seale in an endeavour 
to anticipate any impending outbreak 
Jot plague and displayed several ex- 
cellent charts to amplify his points, 
[He showed from his figures that the 
spread of bubonic plague in Shang- 
hai was unlikely owing to the rarity 
of the responsible vector, (the 
Xenopsylla cheopis)—only five per 
cent. of all fleas caught—and ‘the 
fact that the cheopis season didnot 
correspond with the plague season in 
the endemic areas in South China, 
Plague in North China, although 
tending to oceur in the autumn 
(during the cheopis season in Shang- 
hal) appeared to spend its energy on 
the spot, rather than spread towards 
the coast, thereby rendering Shang- 
hat doubly safe from wholesale n- 
Drs. Pandit, Chun, Pollltzer ° and

DAMAGE 


Country Hit by Natural 
Calamities 


Nanking, Oct. 8. 

For the purpose of ascertaining the 
‘extent of the damage to this year's 
ferops as a result of drought, flood, 
fand-windstorms, the National Agri 
‘cultural Research Bureau of, the 
Chinese Government sent out in July 
6.000 “crops reporters” located in 22 
provinces to make detailed Investig 
tions. 

‘Their reports have now been 
received and an analysis shows that 
the area affected in Kiangsu province 
totalled 49,455,000 mow, or 54 per 
cent. of the total cultivated area of 
that province. 

‘The area affected in Chekiang 
provinee totalled. 21,790,000 mow, or 
about 58 per cent. of the total eul~ 
tivated area of that province. 

“The area affected in Anhwel total- 
ted 37,027,000 mow, or 69 per cent.

City Magistrate Provides Model Administration 





Long Sought Bandit Leader Caught 


From Our OWN Comesroxcen? 


Hohsien, Sept. 25. 

‘The “Autumnal Festival has been 
celebrated jn this hsien in peace and 
Quietness. Had our magistrate been 
less thoughtful, it is likely that 
we would have had to report 
a. case of banditry at Hsiang 
Chuan, As it is, the bandit 
chief and head “racketeer” of these 
three hslens is now in chains in the 
prison here and will likely be be~ 
headed. His apprehension came about 
In this) wa 

Some ten days ago, one of the 
‘wealthiest members of the community 
fat Hslang Chuen received a letter 
purporting to have been written by 
Li Huang-tsal, the notorious head 
‘of the racketeers in the north of this 
hsien, Li's home is at a place called 
Pa Ta Ching which is on the border 
land of two provinces and of three 
hislens. This place commands the 
‘entrance to this hsien from the north, 

During the days preceding the 
{estival, the eltizens and police noticed 
the presence of x number. of the 
“tu th" of followers of Li, ‘They also 
observed that a larger number than 
usual of outside toughs were among 
the erowd, and became apprehensive 
that trouble was a brewing. This 
apprehension was heightened by the 
fact mentioned above, for the letter 
received stated that it the recipient 
gave the sum of money stated in the 
letter to the bandits, his premises 
would be respected in a raid that, was 
about to be made on the village. 
Wisely he brought the letter to the 
magistrate who, distrusting some of 
the local guard, made some changes. 
substituting some outsiders in whom 
he had confidence. Among these were 
the head of the guard and the officer 
in charge of opium suppression. 

Captured in Opium Den 

On these festive occasions, the 
plum dens make good money. But 
our new opium suppression officer 
was busy In eatehing any one who 
was indulging in that vice without 
@ permit. Among those whom he 
caught was Li Hung-tsai, whom he 
ad taken as an ordinazy oftender and 
whom the head of the local guard 
would have discharged after exacting 
the usual fine, had not some 
of the citizens who knew 
this notorous outlaw well, called 
upon him and warned him 
that it he allowed him to escape he 
would be sure to receive punishment, 
rg the magistrate was trying to eateh| 
him, At once he was put under a 
strong guard and the magistrate In- 
formed of his apprehension. 

‘When he was brought before the 
Judge here, he denied having written 
the letter ‘that bore his name and 
nothing the court could do could 
elicit any information from him on 
anything that ‘would conviet him. 
It ig dangerous for outsiders to give| 
evidence against such a powerful 
bandit leader and Mr. Li even went 
0 far as to say that if the recipient 
of the letter would charge him in 
court with having written the letter 
he was willing to be shot. ‘The 
prisoner declared his innocence. 


























Neat Trap Set 


At this point, the magistrate him- 
self took charge of the court ind 
the prisoner continued to assert hi 
Innocence when Mr. Liu told him to) 
write out a statement to the effect 
that he had not written this letter, 
and to state that if he had written 
such a letter that he was willing 
to be executed. Li, seeing nothing in 
this, wrote the statement and in it 
Ineluded the substance of the material 
of the letter in his own words. When 
he handed the statement to Mr. Liu, 
the magistrate had him, for he had 
used a character in his giving of the 
substance of the letter which he had 
lused in the letter and which was the| 
wrong character. “Besides the hand- 
‘writing was identical with that of the 
original letter. Li, who had never 
been caught in such a trap before, 
realized that he had at last met his 
match and confessed. 


‘The confession was made only 
atler Mr. Liu had proved to him 
how useless any lies would be by 
detailing to him several of the crimes 
he had been guilty of. One of these 
wag that for some months back he 
had been raising rumours of approa- 
ching bandit gangs and used these 
rumours to try fo persuade all the 
population In the region to pay him 
{ribute to protect them when the 
raids were actually made, stating at 

ie same time that he had sufficient 
control of the gangs to insure that 
they would obey his commands. Many’ 
actually joined, paying tribute and 











thus becoming his disciples. 
‘Anyway, has confessed and not 
only 0, But has signed a statement 





that he’ has written the letter, the 
full text of which is spread out In 
the statement and besides signing has| 
put the print of his thumb on it, Mr. 


Liu has referred the case to military| 
headquarters at Nanchang, and not’ 
to Anching the provincial capital. 
The reason for this is that Mr. Liu, 
besides being made magistrate of the| 
hsien, has been also appointed con- 
currently military Judge. 


‘A Fine ead 


Yesterday morning, Mr. Rewi Alley, 
who was up here for his holidays, 
and went over to the Yamen to 
see this notorious criminal. I was 
surprised to see such a fine head. 
and especially the forehead, almost 
resembling that of Shakespeare, but 
gnderneath that forehead not those 
beautiful eyes of our Kinz of Poets. 
but sly wolflsh things that seemed 
to look all ways at once. He was 
‘m fetlers and the magistrate allowed 
hhim to sit down on the ground, and 
seeing that those cruel fetter rings 
were cutting into the poor man’s| 
‘eas, ordered rags to be packed in 
between them and his ankles. 

He sat therer seemingly at perfect 
vase, and Kept talking all the time. 
giving accounts of what others had, 
been doing. He has money and if the

Nberally for his release. But that is| 
antirely out of the question. As stated 
‘above, the case has already -been 
referred to Nanchang. During the 
time we were talking, Colonel Chu, 
who is In charge of the military here, 
came up and sald "shoot him at once 
‘and have done with it”. Mr. Liv 
will not Silla man shimself. He 
Teaves that to others and pities even| 
‘that rascal. 

‘Military Forces 

‘The military forces in the hsien 
consist of separdte organizations and 
all independent of each other. ‘This 
medley of forces Mr. Liu has started| 
to unify but it will take time. First, 
there is the Pao An Tul which is 
siven regular army training and has| 
3 colonel from Anching in charge 
Under Mr. Liu, who is supposed to| 
be the colonel of the officers and men 
The pay for this force is reckoned 
in the yearly budget by the Anching| 
Government, but, of course, the funds 
all have thelr origin inside the hsien 
The soldiers are paid $7 to $10 a 
month and the officers $20 to $60 a 
month; The colonel receives $100 a 
month and office expenses. Of course, 
‘all are housed and 1 may say, well 
housed. ‘The Cheng Huang ' Miao| 
City Temple was a wreck when Mr. 
Liu came here. It is next door to 
the Yamen. He had it renovated 
by mending the root. by having the} 
dirty idols and their broken-down 
pedestals removed, the floors levelled 
and beaten hard, the walls scraped 
‘and whitewashed, and the fronts of| 
the buildings enclosed in double 
matting Instead of using brick which. 
would have cost too much. But the 
nest thing of all is @ real sanitary. 
latrine whish makes it ‘possible for| 
the premises end surrounding areas 
to be kept clean. Prior to this, the| 
situation” was indescribable. ‘The 
‘budget for this force is about $2,000 
a month, and the training they are 
receiving will enable them to be or- 
ganized into a part of the regular 
army. 

‘Secondly, there is the Chuang Ting 
‘Tul which’ for so far has no offeial 
recognition outside of the  hsien 
Originally these were volunteers and| 
each of the eight sections of the 
hhsien supported “its own contingent, 
the volunteers collecting as much 
from the farmers as they could.” Thix| 
Ted to terrible abuses and later the| 
‘Chu Changs or officials in charge of 
each section were empowered to col 
lect a tax, and the volunteers them- 
selves prohitited from exacting any-| 
thing outside of that tax. But with 
the lonse government that existed be- 
fore Mr. Liu's arrival here, there 
constant drain on the people over 
‘and above the regular tax. Another 
difficulty in those days was that the 
wealthy would not pay but at the 
Same time compelled the men in the 
Chuang Ting Tul to guard them| 
specially, using what trifles there were 
among them in defence of their own 
persons and property. ‘The tax that 
was imposed for this single purpose 
amounted to two to there eents a mow. 
‘Our magistrate is now having this tax 
paid direct into his yamen and has 
Feduced it to oneeent a mow. 

‘The wages paid to themen of the 
Chang Ting Tui are the ame as 
those paid to the Pao An Tul of equal 
rank. 

‘Thirdly there is the Kung An Tui, a 
small force of altogether not over 
60 in the whole hsien, 30 of whom. 
are in this elty. These poor fellows 
were paid only $2 a month and were 
poorly equipped, and as poorly dres-| 
sed. They eked out a living by, 
‘Squeeze on opium dens and gambling| 
houses. ‘Mr lu has raised their pay, 
to $5 or.$8 a month and instead of

‘Tung-pu Line a Blessing to 
Countryside 


Fron Oun Own Comsroxsexe 


‘Tatku, Shansi, Sept. 25. 

‘The extension’ of the Chengiai 
Railway from Yutze to Talku is being 
rapidly pushed to completion, now the 
danger from summer floods is past.

WRECK OFF HUNT'S WHARF

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CHANGE OF SCHOOL PLAN SOUGHT 


Japanese Residents’ Corporation Would Have Each 
Nation Educate Its Own Here 


‘The Shanghai Municipal Council 
last Wednesday consierea tne minutes 
of @ meeting of the Education Board 
fat Which were discussed proposals by 
the Japanese itesicents’ “Corporation 
for changing the Council s edueation- 
‘at system, ‘hese proposals were em- 
bodied in a memorandun prepared 
by. a Commitiee of the Japanese 
Kesidents’ Corporation charged with 
the study of the Councu's Admini- 
stration Affairs 

‘The proposals, if adopted, would 
involve a reversion 10 tne Councl’s 
early policy as summarized by tne 


Genera Education Committee of 
39M, whieh, in reporting on the 
education of foreign children in 


Shanghai, expressed the view that 
the duly’ of providing education lay 
primarily with the parents, and, in 
their default, with the state 'to whieh 
they belong. 

"At the conclusion of the Japanese 
Residents! memorandum it was sug> 
gested: (1) that the Councit abandon 
Hs present, system of controlling and 
managing Municipal schools; (2) that 
the Council distribute subsidies to 
local schools which are being con 
trolled and managed by various 
foreign communities; (3) that the 
fund to be annually appropriated 
hereafter to such subsidies be fixed 
at the sum as budgetted for the fiscal 
‘year 1934, including the ordinary and 
extraordinary expenditure, as its 
standard; and (4) that the ratio of 
‘appropriations to each individual for- 
eign school be based on the number 
of school children accommodated 
therein or on the number of rate~ 
payers to the Shanghat Munieipal 




















Reversal of Polley 

The discussion by the Education 
Board was opened by the Chairman 
of the Board stating that while con- 
structive criticism of the Council's 
education policy was to be welcomed, 

wd might be of assistance both 16 
the Couneil and the Board, the 
eriticism contained in this memoran- 
dum was of sa" drastic a nature that 
adoption of the proposals contained 
therein would result in a complete 
reversal of the existing policy. Al- 
though the Japanese schools had re- 
celved substantial assistance from the 
Counell by means of grants-in-aid, It 
was noteworthy that this memoran- 
dum did not deat specitically with the 
position and elaim of these particulat 
national schools, ‘The memorandum, 
which could be regarded as a eritie- 
Jsm of ‘the education policy as a 
whole, amounted to a proposal that 
the existing dual system of Council 
schools and making grants to private 
schools, speeifically endorsed four 
years ago, and now challenged by the 
Corporation, should be abolished and 
that henceforth all educational ap- 
propriations should be devoted to the 
‘support of national schools. 

‘The alternative ot education being 
provided by national groups with 
assistance from the Council had been 
most carefully considered from the 
time the Council provided educational 
facilities; it became, however, fully 
apparent that this atone would not 
meet the needs of the community, It 
was extremely doubtful whether each 
ational group would be able or 
willing to establish schools for their 
children, and even were this to be 
done a very considerable number of 
children from the smaller ‘national 
groups would be left unprovided for. 
In this realization the Couneil found 
itself under the obligation to establish 
‘a number of municipal schools. This 
policy was definitely afirmed by the 
General Education Commission of 
1922, 

‘The Education Board at its incep- 
tion, after very careful deliberation, 
also felt that the provision of educa~ 
tion could not be left entirely to 
national groups. The memorandum 
drew a “comparison between the 
Council's education policy and that 
adopted in other large cit ‘He 
submitted that this comparison was 
unreasonable, having regard to the 
particular conditions which prevailed 
in Shanghai and to the variety of 
nationals whose interests demanded 
consideration. “He suggested that the 
Board should carefully study the 
views expressed in this memorandum, 
after which, if a continuation of the 
existing dual system were recom- 
mended, such recommendation would 
be put forward in the conviction that 
the alternative system suggested by 
the Corporation had received full 
consideration. 

He considered that the comment 
furnished on this memorandum by 
the Superintendent of Education went 
to the root of this problem, inasmuch 
as there was no. evidence that the 
various national communities were 
able or’ willing to assume liability 
for the provision of education facili 
les; unless this fundamental condi- 
tion were assured the scheme 
advocated by the Corporation fell to 
the ground. 

Analysis Suggested 

‘A member suggested that the Board 

should attempt to analyze the impli 
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‘ions of the Corporation's proposals 
tor submission to the Couneil and 
request instruction regarding further 
consideration of them. | 

‘Another member observed that the 
memorandum from the Corporation 
omitted reference to the education of 
[Chinese children. ‘The Council's 
jexisting policy provided that in 
jereased expenditure on educational 
facilities should be for the benefit of 
the Chinese community, but it 
jwould not appear to be the intention 
lof the memorandum that funds should 
be granted by the Council towards 
the assistance of Chinese schools. 

‘A third member pointed out that 
adoption of the proposais advanced 
by the Corporation would not only 
entail the abandonment of alt muni- 
Jeipal scnools, but aisv would break 
down its entire educationat system 
and involve the establishment of 
Jseparate educational administrations 
Jamongst the various national groups. 
[The ‘consequences of tne proposais 
were s0 far-reaching that ne doubted 
Whettier detailed consideration of 
them would be profitable until it was 
knowa wether the Counei. was pre- 
pared to consider a complete reversal 
of its existing policy. 

‘A member stated that he presumed 
the Corporation's proposals were 
actuated by the fact that they not 
only contributed to the Council's 
Jeducational expenditure by means of 
taxation but also by their voluntary 
taxation towards the cost of their 
national schools. Other national 
Jgroups in the Settlement were not 
so well organized nor did they con~ 
tribute direct to the same extent to 
{their national schools. On the other 
hand it was possible that many 
Japanese children altended their 
national schools whose parents made 
no contribution towards the muni- 
cipal rates. He sugyested that this 
factor shouid be borne in mind when 
consideration was given to an inecease 
Jor otherwise im the grant to the 
Japanese schools. 


Upon the Chalrman agreeing that 
the primary purpose of the Corpora~ 
tion in submitting this memorandum 
was to” obtain. inereased  fnancial 
support for the Japanese schools, the 
JAssistant Treasurer stated that if the 
[Corporation's proposal were adopted 
that all Education funds be allocated 
to national schools on a per capita 
basis, the annual grant to the Japan 
jes" schools would amount to 
Japproximately $500,000 as against 
Japproximately $100,000 at the present 
time, 

‘After further consideration of the 
memorandum, members agreed that 
it was not made clear whether the 
JCorporation proposed that all muni. 
Jcipal schools should be abolished and 
that the whole of the educational 
appropriation be allocated to national 
schools, although it appeared that 
Jassistance to Chinese schools was not 
advocated. Until the intention of the 
memorandum in this respect could be 
definitely ascertained, members 
Jagreed that little purpdse would be 
Jserved in considering the main prin- 
eiples embodied in it. 


6500 Foreign Pupils 
As a matter of interest, the Assist- 
it Treasurer stated that in 1933, 
Japproximately 6,500 foreign children 
were receiving education in the 
[Settlement about half of whom were 
lot Japanese nationality. The Super- 
Intendent of Education added that in 
his annual report for 1991 he pointed 
jout that about 75 per cent. of the 
{foreign children in the Settlement 
Jattended non-municipal schools, 

Reverting to .the question of the 
Jdrastie change in policy as advocated 
by the Corporation, a member was of 
Jopinion that in any case it would be 
impracticable unless the various 
national groups resident in the 
JFrench Concession were prepared to 

operate, since pupils from both 
areas could attend schools In either 
area. 

‘AS a further reason against the 
[feasibility of adopting the scheme 
advocated by the Corporation, an- 
other member pointed out” that 
Jchildren of 36 nationalities attended 
the Couneit’s schools; the large 
Jmajority of the national groups con- 
Jcerned would obviously find it im- 
possible to shoulder the responsibility 
for the provision of educational 
facilities. 

‘Summarizing the discussion and to 
assist the Council in reaching a de- 
jeision, the following views were 
recorded: 

‘That it fe not clear whether the pre-| 
posals. advanced by the Japanese. Res 
Sents' Corporation relate only to. the| 
Councils schools for foreign children oF 
Whether’ they are intended to embrace 
the whole of ts educatlonal system. 

"That if the proposals aré intended to|

AEROPLANE’S NIGHT

Owing nowever, to the reluctance of 
{the population "to supply what is 
regarded as information of a private 
nature, the registration of deaths is 
by no means an accurate or easy 
Jmatter. Occasional wild suggestions 
fare made that Shanghai is the centre 
fof infectious and other diseases. There 
fs no evidence that it is. This idea 
has developed owing to the fact that 
‘a far higher percentage of communi- 
feable disease is notified and class 
fled in this town, than in surrounding 
areas,

Prof, G. Dreyer, ©.0.2,, PRS. 


News has been received in Shang- 
hal of the death of Professor Georges 
Dreyer, Be, FS, on August 17 at 
Sollestedgaard, Laaland. Professor 
Dreyer was 61 years old at the time 
of his death, which was caused by 
heart failure, He waa the son of 
Captain G. H. N. Dreyer, an officer 
in the Danish Royal ‘Navy. His 
mother was the daughter of a well- 
Known Danish jurist, Judge W. T. 
Quistgaard, Professor Dreyer was 
born in Shanghai and after a pre- 
liminery education left for Den- 
mark, ‘Though there are few here 
now ‘who will remember him, both 
men and women of this city may 
feel proud that a man, who rose to 
such distinetion in the medical world 
‘nd achieved distinction when serv- 
ing for the allies during the Great 
War, was born in Shanghai, 


Professor Dreyer graduated in 
medicine at the University of Cop~ 
enhagen and embarked upon a 
Tong course of post-graduate study. 
From this there emerged some fine 
original work, biotogieal and chemical, 
fon, for example, the action of Light 
fand the estimation of toxins in all 
of which he manifested his devotion 
to quantitative methods and the close 
application of mathematics, He wax 
undoubtedly influenced by Madsen.

Sharp exchanges between counsel 
marked ‘the hearing of the case of 
Mrs. J. C. West v. the China Finaneg 
Company on a motion brought by 
‘Mr. Paul Faison on behalf of the 
plaintif™ to have the pleadings of the 
defendant more specific. ‘The case 
‘came before Acting, Commissioner 
William J. Collins in the US. Court 
on Friday. Mr. W. B. Harrington, of 
Franklin and Harrington, represented 
the defendants. 

Contending that Mrs, West claimed 
a sum of $204 from the China Fin- 
‘ance Company on a promise deliver- 
ed ‘by that company to. pay this 
amount for the board and. lodging 
fof two Russians, Mr, Faison after 
stating this, declared that the China 
Finance Company in its answer and 
counter-claim for $3,500 had failed 
fo state its grounds ‘for this claim, 
He pointed ‘out that the answering 
petition “referred to Mrs. West's 
“interest in and administration” of 
the furniture at 941 Bubbling Well 
Road, and stated that only an owner 
ship of these furnishings would justify 
the claim of the defendants,” "The 
plaintiff is puzzled as to how to 
Answer this eounter-claim,” he sald, 
“If the China Finance Company claim 
ownership of the furnishings, why 
don't they say so?” 

He continued his argument on 
these lines until interrupted by Mr. 
Harrington who was sharply answet- 
ed by Mr. Faison before the court 
intervened, 

“Ym just suggesting that he Keep 
ypithn the pleadings,” protested Mr. 

farrington. 

“You can suggest that afterwards, 
retorted Mr. Faison, continuing his 
assertions, He alleged that tt 
defendant had pre-empted the prl- 
vileges of the Bench In the pleadin 
and insisted that it was. racts and 
not "legal conclusions” which by law: 
should appear in a petition. “I want 
the defendant to allege the facts as 
to why Mrs. West owes the China 
Finance Company anything.” 

‘Again rising, Me, Harrington ae~ 
clared that ‘the \argument was a 

faste of his time and the Courts. 
Tt is a waste of everyone's time to 
‘come into Court with such pleadings,* 
‘asserted Mr. Falson who expressed 
his. “disbellet in the ability of the 
Ching Finance Company to “prove 
facts,” and added, “it the Court acts 
to demand proof the case is out.” 

‘Mr. Harrington then rose and de- 
clared that there was no reason for 
the defendant to show how Mrs. 
West had become "the proprietress 
of the premises at 941 Bubbling Well 
Road, The case had already. been

rivre sans aimer n'est pas pro-

For no particular reason except 
perhaps the advent of autumn and 
the will to differ, LOITERER 
‘chooses this opportunity to quarrel 
with the poet who said that “in 
the spring a young man's fancy 
lightly turns to thoughts of love.” 
Insofar as this harmless statement 
implies that spring is par excel~ 
ence the season of love, let it be 
at .once admitted that it is the 
‘mating time of many animals and 
that even human beings are often 
subject to its subtle influence in a 
way that would seem to emphasize 
their kinship with the lower 
orders: the “affliction” of so-called 
spring-fever which 1s so well 
known, especially in northern 
countries. All this being granted, 
the quarrel with the kindly old 
poet is reduced merely to a certain 
resentment against his use of the 
word “love” in connection with the 
primary emotion of the young man 
under ‘the spell of spring. Real 
ove, it is submitted, is a thing far 
subtler, far stabler,’ and far more 
rare than the mere light stirrings 
of the heart in the presence of 
bursting buds, twitter of birds, and 
smart Easter frocks. It is a’ far 
deeper and less articulate emotion 
than that expressed by another 
favourite poet of youth, Heinrich 
Heine, when he wrote his famous 
“Im ‘wunderschoenen Monat Mai, 
als alle Knospen sprangen...." 
It is invariably bound up with ex- 
perience, with one experience, let 
tug say, and the march of the sea- 
sons, indeed, has little influence on 
its course. 














But if we consider the general

‘The Anatomy of Love, as a 
parallel to Burton’s celebrated 
‘Anatomy of Melancholy, has been 
attempted but has never been suc~ 
cessfully written, and ‘perhaps 
never will.

derations, and it is the man with 
whom she is in love: the person, 
not his mental or moral attitudes. 
{In early childhood already, the re- 
factions of the fair sex are condi- 
tioned by emotion rather than rea- 
soning: a girl will say that she 
finds a certain toy pretty or ugly, 
whereas a boy will judge it more 
by what it actually 4s, in texture, 
In colour, in its ability’ to perform. 
This psychological difference per- 








haps accounts for the fact that 
there has been very little love 
poetry worth the name written by 
women. The reason for this does 
not imply that the male is super- 
ior in love, but merely emphasizes 
the difference in approach. And, 
speaking of love poetry, it is diffi 
‘cult to resist the temptation to 
jquote an antidote to Donne's acri- 
monious stanzas.

Tt was in 1018 that attention was 
first ‘called by Professor Andersson 
to the Chou K’ou Tien cave near 
Poking, “Atte preliminaries during

ies of the cave were estimated, Dr. 
Zdansky was turned on to clear the 
‘ite then, and again in 1923. The 
deposit was identified as earliest 
Pleistocene in which Dr. Zdansky 
found a molar and a pre-molar.

During that 
erlod of terrific dust storms the 
rainfall was exceedingly small.

‘comparatively recent feature. 

‘View Brought Nearer 

At Yang Shao Tsun (Honan), and 
at many other places, great stone-age 
sites have been discovered which 
have yielded a rich harvest of im- 
plements, utensils and painted pot- 
tery which give us a vivid Impression 
of life as it was lived four thousand 
years ago. A curious thing is that in 
many eases these objects are clearly 
the prototype of implements in use 
amongst the more primitive commun- 
{les of China to-day. Investigation 
shows that since these ancient sites 
were occupied the country has been 
extensively eroded, ‘with the result 
that the level of the water in the 
suil has been lowered to a very con- 
Siderable extent. It has been ascer- 
tained that those ancient people were 
cultivating rice four thousand years 
ago in places where rice car: no lon- 
er be cultivated. 

"These recent. investigation have 
given us a marvelously extended 
View of ancient conditions in China: 

id, of course, research Is still in its 
Infaney. The fleld has scarcely been 
scratched: but at least’ a beginning 
has been made by a band of scien- 
tists about whom one does not hear 
very much. Some of them are Bri- 
tish, some of them Chinese who seem 
to take kindly to this sort of scien- 
tine works: but the most distinguish- 
ea have been Swedes, of whom Pro- 
fessor J. Gunnar Andersson is one. 

Professor Andersson's Genius 


tn each phase of this grand Cavat- 
cade of history it has been the good 
fortune of Professor Andersson (to 
whom Tam here indebted) to initiate 
the research which resulted in those 
starting discoveries which from time 
to time have distracted, if only for a. 
moment, the World's attention trom 
{ts more sorrowful preoccupations. 
‘The Swedes have taken a leading 
part, and indeed their contribuuon 
has ‘been fruitful and distinguished. 
Professor Andersson himself was 
originally curator of the Museum of 
Far Eastern Antiquities in Stockholm 
till he was appointed mining adviser 
{o the Chinese government. In read- 
ing the work of another distinguish- 
ed explorer (Sven Hedin) some time 
‘ago T'was painfully aware of a selfish 
egoism which spoiled the record of 
Femarkable achievements. "No such 
defect exists in Andersson's "Children. 
of the Yellow Earth.” Indeed. so 
Kenerously does Professor Andersson 
raise and elaborate the work of his 
assistants, and of those who took. 
over operations where he left off 
that , it ls diMeult to bear in mind 
somelimes (as one should) that the 
initiative’ was his. He has that 
quality—intultion—without which nu’ 
e-iogist and no archaeologist can be. 
Successful. Professor Andersson has 
genius for interpretation. and m- 
eed almost all his most startling: 
successes arose from the most trivial 
observations. A stone ona collea 
feue’s veriting desk led him straight 
lo briliors of tons of easily accessible 
iron ore within a few miles of Pe- 
kking. It was in 1914 that he stumbled 
upon the organic origin of Stromato- 
Ute ore. Tn 1918 he discovered the 
Colienia nodules and recognized their 
connection with similar fossils in the 
pre-Cambrian rocks of North 
‘America.

‘An Early Speech

HE Morro Castle burned at sea off the New Jersey coast on September 

8 while the large passenger craft was en route to New York from 
Havana at the end of one of her widely-advertised pleasure-cruises. 
‘More than 200 persons lost their lives in the disaster, which led to a 
searching enquiry by the authorities and the preferment of grave 
charges against some of the ship's officers 








Harrowing stories of the event were related by survivors and res- 
cuers. It was described how a stewardess lost her life because she in- 
sisted that a little boy be picked up from the sea before she did. One 
youth, who leaped into the waves was dashed several times against the 
side of the blazing ship before he was rescued. ‘The survivors among 
the crew reported that many passengers perished because of their re- 
luctance to abandon the steamer. Terrified by the flames and smoke, 
they stood as paralyzed when members of the crew sought to force 
them into the lifeboats. 

The first of the rescue ships to reach the Morro Castle was the 
British ss. Monarch of Bermuda of the Furness Line, and the second 
‘was the freighter Andrea F, Luckenbach. ‘The President Cleveland and 
the City of Savannah were the noxt on the scene. When they arrived, 
however, many persons had already been drowned or burned to death 
and bodies were being washed ashore on the New Jersey coast all 
through the day .of the disaster. 30 THE WATERLINE 

On that day Coast Guard boats recovered approximately 100 bodies, 4 splendid aerial view of the Morro Castle as she appeared blazing from stem to stern off the New Jersey 
some of which were burned and charred beyond recognition. ‘The Coast on September 8, resulting in 200 people losing their lives. 











Monarch of Bermuda brought 72 survivors to New York, several of 
them in a dying condition and many who needed treatment for shock 
‘and exposure, A fishing smack came in with nearly seventy suffering 
survivors and ten bodies to Brielle, New Jersey, while a life-boat from 
the Morro Castle landed sixteen passengers and members of the crew 
at Spring Lake, nearby. 

‘The Coast Guard cutter Tampa rescued fifteen members of the 
crew and then put a line aboard and started to tow the smoking wreck 
into New York. This plan, however, soon had to be abandoned be- 
cause of stormy weather and a roughening sea, and the smouldering 
hull was finally beached at Asbury Park, New Jersey. 

‘The presence of nearly 200,000 persons on the stretch of beach off 
which the disaster occurred and rescue operations were conducted made 
it necessary for the Governor of New Jersey, Mr. Harry Moore, to turn 
out severai units of the National Guard to keep the crowds under con- 
trol. The New Jersey coastline is dotted with summer resorts and the 
news of the catastrophe spread like wild-fire through these settlements,
